The postm astership in Arlington 
Heights, which was made an issue 
by one of the prim ary candidates 
for township committeeman, is still 
open. Mrs. Virginia Dodge is still 
acting postm aster and according to 
notices th at were posted this week 
another competitive examination is 
to be held. Applications of those 
who desire to be considered for the 
position closes April 28. The posi­ 
tion pays a salary of $2,500 a year 
Exam ination tor Postm aster 
To fill the vacancy in the posi­ 
tion of postm aster in Arlington 
Heights, the United States Civil 
‘Service Commission has announced, 
at the request of the Postm aster 
General and in accordance with an 
order of the President, an open 
competitive examination. 
To be eligible for the exam ina­ 
tion, an applicant must be a citi­ 
zen of the United States, m ust re­ 
side within the delivery of this post 
office, must have so resided for at 
least one year next preceding the 
date for close of receipt of appli­ 
cations, m ust be in good physical 
condition, and within the prescribed 
age limits. Both men and women 
are adm itted. 
Under the term s of the Executive 
order, the Civil Service Commission 
will certify id the Postm aster Gen­ 
eral the names of the highest three 
qualified eligibles, if as many as 
three arc qualified, from which the 
Postm aster General may select one 
for nomination by the President. 
Confirmation by the Senate is the 
final action. 
Applicants will not be required to 
assemble in an examination room 
for scholastic tests, but will ba 
rated on their education and busi­ 
ness experience and fitness. The 
Civil Service Commission w ill make 
inquiry among representative local 
business and professional men and 
women concerning the experience, 
ability, and character of each ap-j 
alicant, and the evidence thus se-> 
cured will be conisdered in determ ­ 
ining the ratings to be assigned to 
the applicants. 
The Commission states that pres­ 
idential postm asters are not in the 
classified civil service and th at its 
duties in connection with appoint­ 
ments to such positions are to hold 
exam inations and to certify the re­ 
sults to the Postm aster General. 
The Commission is not iterested in 
the political, religious, or fraternal 
affiliations of any applicant.
